Pool Selling and Gambling of 


All Kinds to Be Shut Off 


at Fairs, 


Mayor Berghof? issued an order 


"Wednesday under which the sa- 
loons in the city that have kept open 
all night must 'be closed at the regu- 
lar iour and Wednesday night he 
instructed Captain Bergman, of the 
police force, that the order must be 
obeyed to the letter. 


Prosecutor Dawson has been asked 


to look up the law against bucket 
shops and if it is found possible to 
close them they will go. The sell- 
ing of pools- on horse races bas been 
stoppbd and the mayor stated Wed- 
nesday a, m. that none would be sold 
during the fair, either in the city or 
at the Driving . park, nor will 
gambling of any kind be permitted 
on the fair grounds. 


The mayor got in from Chicago 


Wednesday on an early train and 
took occasion to make a few obser- 
vations. 
He found night * hacks 


standing in front of several places 
that are known to have no closing- 
Lours, and later he had a talk with 
Chief Gorsline, of the police depart- 
ment. 


"I'm going 
to make the rounds 


myself some night," said the mayor, 
"and I'll bet the fur- will fly. I've 
started on this thing, now and I am 
going to close things, up tight or 
know the reason why., The saloon 
men. will be warned and they must 
begin closing at the proper time to- 
night. Hacks would not be standing 
o round in front of these places if 
there was no traffic and I will see for 
myself what it means." 


The bucket shop proposition will 


be found one of the most difficult to 
deal with, but a. tost case is possible 
and if it is considered gambling, all 
persons found in the rooms at the 
time any raid may be made will be 
charged with frequenting a, gambling 
hr.use and if convicted must serve at 
least- ten. days in jail, in addition to 
paying a fine*

Ins not even the right to suspend 
aiiy part of the sentence.

that his explanation is inexcusable, 
and shows his "entire unfttness" for 
the service. 
Even if "Mr Loomis had 


been guilty, says the president, Mr. 
Bowen's. conduct would be unpardon- 
able. 


The report of Secretary Taft pn> the 


case, on which the president's action 
is based, is a voluminous document, 
reviewing the charges and the evi- 
dence taken.

Mr. Taft says, that there was nothr 


ing dishonorable in the transactions 
in which Mr. Loomis figured, but 
that he was not discreet, and that 
Mr. Loomis was not justified in be- 
coming personally interested in any 
of the schemes, either with a mere 
nominal interest or substantial in- 
terest. 


Ho holds, however, that Mr. Loo- 


mis has been "most cruelly slander- 
ed." commends him for the self-re- 
straint with which, he has met the 
charts, and .points out that his bitter 
experience in -this case makes it un- 
necessary to point out the moral that 
a minister cannot afford in the coun- 
try to which he is accredited to make 
personal investments. 


LOOMIS WILL BE PROMOTED. 
He odds: 
"It is wibh great satis- 


faction that we find Mr. Loomia com- 
pletely exculpated from all charges 
of dishonesty. 
We cannot be blind 


to the fact -that his failure to hold 
himself aloof from any personal par 
ticipation i» plans for investment in 
and exploitation of the country to 
which he was accredited and from al- 
lowing himself to take a personal 
interest in the transactions in which 
he or his legation also might have to 
act in a capacity of trust possibly 
has lent color to the aspersions upon 
his character which, has enemies have 
been only too willing to Tnflk6 and 
support."
